An d we h eard fro m fo rmer Atto r­ 
n ey Gen eral Jo h n Mitch ell th at th e 
re-electio n o f Mr. Nix o n was o f su ch 
p aramo u n t imp o rtan ce th at it ju sti­

Fo r, wh at­ 
ev er effect th eir with h o ldin g o f in ­ 
fo rmatio n (if th at is th e fact) h ad 
u p o n h is electio n o u tlo o k , Mitch ell 
an d o th ers th ereby assu red th at— 
mo re th an ev er in h is lo n g p u blic 
life— th e Presiden t sh o u ld th ereaf­ 
ter beco me th e o bject o f deep dis­ 
tru st 
an d su sp icio n amo n g 
th e 
American p eo p le. 
So , th e Presiden t in deed “su r­ 
v iv ed” in th e n arro w sen se h is man ­ 
agers co n ceiv ed in 19 71-72 , by win ­ 
n in g re-electio n . Bu t th e lo n g u n fo ld­ 
in g disclo su res o f W atergate an d its 
co v er-u p left h im sev erely damaged 
as ch ief ex ecu tiv e, may h av e deep ly 
wo u n ded h im as a man , an d su llied 
h is great o ffice.

p lo y es in state go v ern men t Riat we 
h ad in 19 66. Man y o f th o se dep art­ 
men ts in state go v ern men t are h an ­ 
dlin g 30 an d 40 p er cen t wo rk -lo ad in ­ 
creases with fewer emp lo y es an d 
th ey are tu rn in g o u t th e wo rk faster 
th an th ey were. Two y ears ago last 
March th e welfare case lo ad in Cali­ 
fo rn ia was in creasin g by 40,000 n ew 
cases a mo n th .

Membersh ip 
ex ten ds do wn to 5 -y ear-o lds. Prefer­ 
en ce seems to be giv en to wo rk er- 
p easan t families. 
Ex amp le: A Sian radio rep o rt 
disclo ses 5 0,000 ch ildren in th e p ro v ­ 
in ce became Little Red So ldiers in 
th e first fiv e mo n th s o f 1973. 
Ex amp le: In Nan n in g, a Little 
Red So ldier o rgan izatio n h as been 
set u p in ev ery o n e o f th e 176 p ri­ 
mary sch o o ls. 


Th e Little Red So ldier gro u p s 
h o ld criticism meetin gs an d ru n 
ex h ibitio n s. Th ey are regu larly giv ­ 
en edu catio n in ideo lo gy an d th e 
“co rrect” p o litical lin e. Th ey attack 
th e “u ltra-righ tist” ap p ro ach o f th e 
“ co u n terrev o lu tio n ary rev isio n ­ 
ists.” 


Th ey giv e mario n ette sh o ws de­ 
p ictin g “h ero ic images o f n ew so ­ 
cialist Ch in ese ch ildren ’s arden t 
lo v e fo r Ch airman Mao an d th e 
p arty .” Th ey ru n p rimitiv e weath er 
statio n s an d mak e fo recasts, p u bli­ 
cize p arty h ealth p ro grams an d p er­ 
fo rm “so cial co mmu n ity labo r.” 


A Ho n g Ko n g Ch in a watch er 
co mmen ts th at th e aim ap p aren tly 
is to create a gen eratio n o f h igh ly o r­ 
gan ized an d discip lin ed ch ildren 
“wh o se regimen tatio n u n der th e au ­ 
th o rities match es th at o f th eir elders 
in man y resp ects.”

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Business thrives for land sharks

WASHINGTON (AP) - De­ 
spite government efforts to 
keep his b u siness honest, the 
fast-b u ck salesman of worthless 
or overpriced land is thriving. 
In the past decade, the valu e 
of land b ou ght sight u nseen b y 
the pu b lic has climb ed sharply, 
going from an estimated $500 
million in 1963 to $6 b illion at 
present. 
Mu ch of this land has b een 
sold throu gh deceptive sales 
practices. Many of the b u yers— 
looking for a second home, an 
investment or a paradise in 
Florida— have fou nd them ­ 
selves stu ck with a piece of 
swamp or desert or u ndeveloped 
land. 
Bu t federal au thorities are 
b eginning to close in on the 
frau d and deception in the in­ 
du stry. The Hou sing and Urb an 
Development Department is 
preparing regu lations that will 
requ ire interstate land devel­ 
opers to make greater dis­ 
closu re to b u yers. 
The department also is en­ 
cou raging the states to pass 
b u yer-protection laws and to 
condu ct pu b lic-edu cation cam­ 
paigns to keep b u yers from los­ 
ing their money. 
George Bernstein, head of the 
department’s Office of Inter­ 
state Land Sales, said the gov­ 
ernment can’t do it all. 
“We’re trying to teach people 
to b u y scared,” he said. “We 
u rge people to resist all the in­ 
vestment pitches and have the 
property report checked over 
b y an attorney, if possib le.” 
There are all kinds of pitfalls 
in b u ying land in another state 
throu gh a high-pressu re com­ 
pany. Bernstein said the in­ 
du stry is b rimming with sales­ 
man who misrepresent or lie 
ab ou t the land they’re selling. 
A b u yer u su ally gets swindled 
when he decides to sign a con­ 
tract on the promise that cer­ 
tain improvements will b e b u ilt

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on the property, or in the devel­ 
opment, that wou ld tend to in­ 
crease its valu e, he said. 
The government b egan regu ­ 
lating the indu stry in 1968, 
when Congress approved a law 
requ iring registration of su b di­ 
visions b y developers dealing in 
interstate land sales. The law 
also forces salesman to give 
b u yers a property report. 
The new regu lations, to b e 
pu b lished soon, will requ ire the 
salesman to disclose more fi­ 
nancial information to the pu r­ 
chaser. 
For ex ample, Bernstein said, 
the ru les wou ld requ ire the de­ 
veloper to reveal his plans for 
property improvements. Also, 
he wou ld b e ob ligated to reveal 
his intent for completing the 
promised improvements.

All 
he had to do was put his 10 of 
hearts on South’s sev en. That 
would kill one entry to dummy 
and make it impossible for the 
club suit to run in time to g et rid 
of both diamond losers.

For a glimpse of 
history— 


MINDEN, Neb. — “See how 
America grew. Visit Pioneer 
Village, Nebraska’s Top At­ 
traction,’’ reads a 100-foot 
roadside sign that springs up 
from the green grazing plain 
along United States Hwy. 80 in 
central Nebraska. 
If you are a history buff, you 
should turn off U.S. 80 at the 
Minden exit near Kearney and 
drive 12 miles straight south to 
the intersection of U.S. Hwy. 6 
and Neb. Hwy. 10. Here within 
20 acres, are 30,000 pieces of 
Americana 
in 
24 
buildings, 
many of them plucked out of the 
past and moved here from their 
country sites. There also are 
modern display halls built 
especially for these selected 
treasures. Most of the antiques 
are arranged chronologically, 
according to when they were 
used and authentic buildings, 
were placed in their new home 
before the Village opened 20 
years ago. The one-room coun­ 
try school house, used until 
1935, still conta ins a ll of the 
original furnishings — desks, 
stove, school books and the 
water pail. 
The attendance 
records and grades of every 
child are preserved in an old 
bank vault in Pioneer Village. 
The Village was founded in 
1953 by Harold Warp, Pioneer 
Chicago plastics manufacturer, 
whose parents homesteaded 
near Minden, Neb., in the 
1870’s. Warp is the owner of 
Flex-O-Glass, Dixon, located in 
the Airport Industrial Park. 
The 
St. 
Paul 
Lutheran 
Church of Minden was moved to 
the Village together with its 
original altar, pews, organ and 
a baptismal font carved in 
Denmark in 
1830. 
Nearby 
stands 
the 
Bloomington 
Limestone 
Land 
Office 
Building, moved stone by stone 
from its site in Franklin 
County, Nebraska. It was here 
that early settlers, most of 
them Scandinavian and Ger­ 
man immigrants, filed their 
claims for this new land 
following the 1862 Homestead 
Act. 
The Elm Creek Fort, built in 
1869, was brought from Webster 
County where it had stood inside 
a stockade which protected five 
families during the Indian 
wars. Also preserved in the 


Village is the old B & M Depot, 
moved 
from 
Lowell, 
the 
western 
terminus of 
that 
railroad during homesteading 
days. When it was being 
restored, seven layers of worn- 
out floors were discovered. A 
section of each floor was 
preserved. 
Two 
early 
locomotives are displayed in 
front of the old depot, a narrow 
gauge wood burning Porter and 
a 
125-ton 
Baldwin, 
built 
in 1889. These iron monsters 
look as though they are ready to 
charge across the prairie. 


The pony express station, 
moved here from Bridgeport, 
Neb., originally served as the 
Pumpkinseed Relay Station to 
the Black Hills. Buffalo Bill’s 
saddle, which he used in his 
Wild West shows, is displayed 
in a glass case. It formerly was 
owned by Tex Rickard and 
Rudolph Valentino «and, in 1955, 
was purchased by Harold Warp 
for display in Pioneer Village. 


All of the original buildings, 
authentically furnished, are 
located around a village green 
so that the visitor can see them 
with a minimum amount of 
walking. Of special interest is a 
replica of a “little old sod 
shanty on the plains,” such as 
housed immigrants who came 
west to “take up a claim.” 
Eleven acres of prairie sod 
were used to make the three- 
foot-thick walls. The roof was 
made of cottonwood timbers 
found along the rivers. Clay 
was used for the floor and to fill 
in the cracks. This reproduction 
at the Village is furnished in 
century-old Americana.

I thought “Jesus Christ Super- 
star” was a spectacular film— 
exciting, 
inventive, 
mind- 
boggling — and I think the idea 
that it is either blasphemous or 
anti Semitic in nonsense. 
So does Noman Jewison, who 
directed the film. Of course his 
feeling is understandable. He 
found “Jesus Christ Superstar” 
when it was a baby. Long 
before it became a worldwide 
sensation. He nursed it through 
the lengthy production schedule 
and his prejudice in its favor is 
entirely normal. 
He doesn’t even consider that 
he made a religious film. In his 
view, he made a movie of an 
opera which just happens to 
revolve around the life, or part 
of the life, of Christ. 
“ I never thought,” he says, 
“that I’d ever make a picture 
about Christ or anything that 
could even remotely be con­ 
sidered a religious film. That 
sort of thing is very far from 
my nature.” 
Although he was raised a 
Methodist in Canada he con­ 
siders himself a agnostic. 
“ I bleieve in God,” he says, 
“but that’s about it.” 
With that sort of background 
going in, he was stunned when 
he was criticized, on the one 
hand, for making an anti- 
Semitic movie and, on the 
other, for making one that some 
feel is blasphemous. He doesn’t 
think “Jesus Christ Superstar” 
merits either criticism. 
“Both charges are stupid 
nonsense,” he says. 
He is pretty sure that the 
young people will like it 


and on 


because of its rock-flavored 
music. But he has been worried 
about the reaction of the older 
segment of the population. 
“ I was anxious to see what 
my Aunt Berthat thought about 
it,” he says. “ She’s 87 and a 
devout Methodist. She saw it 
and she didn’t hate it and I 
guess that’s all I could ask.” 
He says the hardest part of 
the whole operation were two 
facets of the production which 
look simple — the costumes and 
the props. He says he wanted 
them to be from some in­ 
determinate period and from 
some indefinable origin. 
“ For example,” he says, “ we 
ultimately settled on tank tops 
for the Roman soldiers. That 
looks simple, right? You can’t 
imagine how much time went 
into that decision. Our poor 
costume designer made dozens 
of sketches and dozens, of 
samples before we decided on 
the tank tops.” 
Jewison’s future plans are 
indefinite.

two 
properties whieh he. is con­ 
sidering. One is a story about 
an Eskimo. The other would be 
a filmed biography of Orde 
Wingate, the World War II 
general. 
“ It just depends,” he says, 
“on which script comes through 
completely first. I won’t shoot 
until I have a completed 
script.”

Canadian and U.S. television, 
says he still loves TV. He looks 
back with nostalgia to the days 
when he did TV specials. And — 
have faith, folks — he says he 
may do some more some day.
